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The Crisls and the Man.
Noman in Pennsylvania during the
past year has been under greater pres-
sure from two opposing sources than
Henry M. Hoyt. Enteczing political life
actuated by high ambition he chose
what seemed to be in his party not only
the shortest and quickest but the only
road to preferment, and closely allied
himself with the Cameron power. For
years he worked quietly but energetic-
ally for the success of the machine, of
which he had deliberately hecome a
part. Ile knew its laws and obeyed
them ; he knew its methods and pursued
them. Ile knew that unquestioned loy-
alty and efliciency meant confidence and
promotion, and that halting eriticism
and lack of devotion meant ostracism
and punishment. Ile marched to vic.
tory or defeat, as his commander order-
ed. In 1877 the Republican state com-
mittes allowed the canvass to go by de-
fault because Senator Cameron wished,
in the expressive language of Dob
Mackey, *““ to give this man Ilayes a
slap in the face.” The following year
Colonel Hoyt's turn came, and he was
given the place of honor at the head of
the IRepublican state ticket, but not
until he had been reduced to the mosti
abject servitude to the iron-handed mas.
tars, as witness the testimony which fol-
lows : _

In no part of the state is the existing
Republican rebellion against Cameron-
ism and the machine more bitter and
more wide-spread than in the immediate
vicinily of Governor Hoyt’s home. The
first meeting to ratify the work of the
Philadelphia convention was held in
Wilkesbarre, immediately following the
nomination of the Independent Repub-
ican ticket, and the impromptu gather-
ing was a startling revelation to the
power against the continuance of which
it so earnestly declared war. It must
also have been a painful surprise to Gov-
ernor Ioyt, for it was an . outpouring of
his personal and political friends ; men
who had stood by him in all his strug-
gles ; men who had rejoiced at his suc.
ceas and who regarded his career with
lncal pride. And they were assembled
for the purpose of enlisting in a deter-
mined crusade against Lthe man who in-
exorably commands his services. It then
became known that for some time past
these friends—old and true friends and
not interested and selfish political allies
—had been earnestly wrestling with the
governor to go with them and lead them
in the struggle for freedom from ma.
chine bondage, and now the pressure
increased an hundred fold. A%tlast a
semi-oflicial and authoritative statement
of his position was wrung from the
governor, the most humiliating and gall-
ing ever made by an executive of this
great commonwealth. This came from
the home organ of Gov. Hoyt, and said
in effect, that in his election us governor
he had incurred an obligation to ihe
Cameron power which he could not and
would not disregard under any circum-
stances short of a direct sacrifice of his
personal and ofticial honor.In other words
the governor of Pennsylvania publicly
exhibited himself before the people of
the state as chained to the Cameron ma-
chine and ** in honor” bound to do its
bidding. And there he stands to day,
and there he will stand until he is sue-
ceeded either by another slave in the
person of James A. IDeaver, or by a free-
man representing the people and not
their insolent would-be master, in the
person of Robert E. Pattison.

Which shall it be ? We have befare
earnestly pointed out in these columns
the fact that the commanding issue in
this great contest is political and ad-
ministrative retorm, and that this im-
peratively demands the highest stand.
ard of personal and official character in
thecoming executive. Ile must be ab-
solutely free from odious intluences and
bayond the reach of ail machine power-
ITe must be a man who does not owe his
position and prospects to the political
powers of darkness, but who has risen
to place and power in spite of them.
He must be one who has faced unmoved
blandishments and threals, intrigne and
calumny. Ile must regard the faithful
performance of public duty as evér a
consideration paramount to all others.
ITe must not be the servile crealure of
pardon-board and corpuration influences.
For more than four years Controller
Pattison has been on trial. During thi:
period he has stood as a faithful sentinel
at the gate of the treasury of the second
city of the continent, guarding it with
an efliciency which has commanded the
admiration of friends and the respect of
foes. The whole history of his adminis
tration is the story of a conlinued re
sistance of dishonest effort to reward
political reprobates. He has been beset
on every hand by the contracting horde
of public cormorants aund their influen
tial friends, but he has uniformly been
superior totheir wiles and proof alike
against their smiles and their demands.
Such a man is pre-eminently the need of
the hour at the helm of our long prosti-
tuted and disgraced state government,
and honest and patriotic citizens will
see that he is called therein November
next, and by a majority that will forever
crush the hopes of the public pirates who
are 30 desperately fighting for a new
lease of power.

Major Phipps, the dere-
lict superintendent, evidently thinks she
day of retribution has come, for when
his hearing was called yesterday af-
ternoon, he had gone, glimmering like a
dream of things that were, to parts un-
known.

ANOTHEE DBIG SCANDAL UNEARTHED

The I'hiladelphia Almshouse Superintendent

Charged with Embezziement, Falls

to Appear at the Hearing.

‘The arrest on the charge of defrauding
the city, of Major Ellis PP. Phipps, super-
intendent of the Brockley almshouse in
Philadelphia on Thursday evening, a few
hours before his term of office expired,
croated considerable excitement when the
intelligence became known Friday morn-
ing, but when the major failed to appear
at the central station for a hearing at two
o'clock in the afternoon the affair took
the form of a genuine sensation. The
arrest was the outcome of disclosures made
during the past two weeks by Morris M.
Matthews, a commission merchant, living
at 524 Fairmount avenue. According to
the statement of Mr, John Field, of the
committee of one hundred, Matthews con-
feased to members of the committee that
Major Phipps gave him a bill for $7,200
worth of goods for which only 85,000 worth
of supplies wero furnisifed. Fearing de.
tection Matthews unbosomed himseif to
the committee of one hundred. Several
members of the commi.iee held a seeret
meeting on Thursday, and after discussing
the affair deeided to procure the arrest of
Mr. Phipps.

Matthews swore 10 an affidavit charging
Mr. Phipps with conspiring with various
persons, whose names are not mentioned,
todefraud the city of Philadelphia ; with
having embezzled in one iustance over
85,000, and with having defrauded the
city by drawing fraudulent warrants.
Accompanying the affidavit ot Matthews
was the sworn statement of Councilman
Grim stating that he believed in the truth
of the facts as set forth in the aflidavit
of Matthews. A warrant was thereupon
issued and given to Mr. Blank.-
enburg, who placed it in the hands of
Detective Miller, of Miller & Bharkey's

house grounds. When he was taken into
custody Major Phipps was very much sur-
prised at the sudden proceeding and mani-
fested considerable nervous agitation.
Ordering a carriage, the major and detee-
tive, Miller, were driven by the former’s
direction to the residence of Councilman
Rowan, who was informed of the arrest.
He joined the party, aund the trio pro-
oceeded to the house of Mr. DPhipps’
counsel, George W. llarkins, After some
search, Magistrate Ladner was found. The
official released Mr. Phipps under $5,000
bail, Mr. Rowman cntering his bond for
the required security. When the time for
the hearing at the Central station arrived,
that place was crowded toits utmost by
persons representing nearly every munici-
pal department, but Mr. Phipps’ presence
was not apparent. At twenty-five min-
utes after two o’clock George W. llarkins
and John P, Sloaun, the defendant’s law-
yers, entered the apartment and informed
the magistrato that they had waited at
their offices for Mr. Phipps, but that he
did not put in an ap co. Mr. Dregy
then remarked that the law should take
its course and the bail bo forfeited. Mr.
Harkins protested against this course, on
the nd that tho defendant might be
ill or unavoidably delayed for some other
cause. The bail, however, after further
wrangling between the lawyers, was for
feited. Another warrant was thon issued
for Mr. Phipp’s arreat, and placed in the
hands of Detective Miller. Nobody ap-
to know the whereabouts of Major
>hipps, and even Mr. Kowan profcssed to
be nonplussed at Ins sudden disappear-
ance.

Search was immediately instituted for
the major by the authorities, but up to a
last heur last night his whereabouts was
still a mystery. It was rumored that Mr.
Phipps was very much effected by his
arrest, and fears were entertained that
ho had ended his troubles by self-destruc-
tion.

For gover-
nor in 1880, the official statement was :

(reenbacker,31,284; scattering 112. Thero
was no IRepublican state tisket in the
field.

YVermont will elect governor, lieulenant-
govornor, state treasarer, Legislature and
two representatives in Congress on Tues-
day, 5th inst.
